Mr. McQueen on behalf of the G.W.V. 
A. stated that the local branch along 
with the provincial command was en- 
deavoring to bring enough pressure to 
bear on the proper authorities to have 
this land thrown open. Mr. McQueen 
also intimated that the G.W.V.A. was; 
negotiating to provide a building for a 
hall and club rooms, in which case they 
would have accommodations for the 
much longed for rest rooms for the con- 
venience of outside ladies while shop- 
ping in town.

An appeal for help has been sent out 
to the various Institutes and to resi- 
dents in the cities and these have been 
responding nobly but it is necessary 
owing to the early cold snap that the 
work be carried on at full speed im- 
mediately. The Alberta Women’s In- 
stitute will be glad therefore, to re- 
ceive from any individuals, societies or 
communities any clothing, bedding, 
household linen, money, etc. that can 
be spared. All money donations should 
be sent to the Provincial Secretary, 
Mrs. A.H. Rodgers, Ft. Saskatchewan, 
while bundles of clothing and etc. will 
be received at the Relief Rooms, Riley 
Block, Calgary. The clothing from this 
centre will be assorted and repacked 
and sent to districts who have sent in 
for relief. The money will be spent on 
shoes, undergarments, bedding, etc. 

The plan is a thorough one. Each 
request is verified either by the Presi- 
dent of the Institutes, School teachers, 
Reeve, Secretaries of Municipalities, 
Township councillor, Relief Fieldman, 
Bank Manager, or Clergyman. Ail- 
though the response so far is splendid 
much more is needed and needed at 
once, children cannot go to school be- 
cause of lack of clothing and there is 
much suffering.
